FORGING AHEAD. 


Sir William Taylor was able to announce 
to the members that the Society was in a 
better financial position than it had been for 
some years, a result which he attributed in 
no small measure to the efforts of his pre 
decessor in the chair, Dr. A. F. Dixon, though 
he did not want them or the public to think 
that the Soriety did not want any more 
money; for there was much to be done if it 
was. to be put in a really satisfactory state 

The establishment of a new aviary and the 
painting of the outsides of all the houses were 
among the many improvements which, he 
said, were necessary, and it was to be hoped 
that the public would take an increasing 
interest in the Society.

Referring to the success 
of the féte which was held last year to 
celebrate the Society’s centenary, Sir William 
added that another féte would be held this 
year on June 2nd. 

At Sir William’s suggestion, the secretary 
was instructed to send the Society’s congra- 
tulations to Canon Raven, who delivered two 
lectures to the members last year on his 
appointment as Regius Professor in Theolog; 
at Cambridge University.

My paragraph with reference to the 
attraction which pleasure boats on our

The Abbey 
School of Dancing has already proved 
that we have the material for such a 
troupe in Dublin, and, given the necessary 
encouragement, plenty of material should 
be found throughout the country from 
which to form other troupes and also to 
create a distinctive school of Irish ballet. 
A sma) State subsidy to cover initial ex- 
nses and to guarantee the running costs 
or the first year might be necessary. The 
troupes of artists could move from resort 
to resort, thereby giving variety to those 
visitors who are spending a _ prolonged 
holiday in any place. 

I am sure that those of my readers who 
remember the visit of the League of Arts 
from England some six years ago wii! 
readily agree with me that the scheme is 
well worth trying. Another suggestion 
of my correspondent’s was that our artists 
should send round travelling exhibitions 
of their works to various towns. Such 
exhibitions would do much to encourage 
the appreciation of the fine arts through- 
out the country, and would prove sn

‘certainly ought to appeal to the artists, 
“and I am sure that most municipalities 
would be glad to place their halls at the 


~service of such exhibitions. 


“Passive Resistance. 


A friend of mine who returned from 
- Bombay recently has been telling me some 
‘very interesting things about Indian tax!- 
drivers, who are among the most active— 
or, should I say, inactive ?—participators 
“in the non-co-operative movement intro- 
“duced by Mr. Gandhi. A white man, for 
instance, eomes out of a shop into the 
“blazing sunshine on a particularly hot 
day, and wishes to hail one of the taxis 
, which are lined up on the other side of 
“the street. The drivers are standing 
around, talking or sitting in their cars 
* basking in the sun, and he waves to one 
“of them to come across. He knows that 
-one or more of the men have seen his 
- wave, but they make no sign of recogni- 
“tion. He waves again and whistles, 
perhaps, but still nothing happens; and, 
"if he is one of those people who are easily 
‘exasperated, he may sacrifice his dignity 
and yell across the street without attract- 
ing the slightest attention from the tax!- 
*drivers. The question of competition does 
not enter into the affair. If a tax) 
“happens to leave its place and he hails 
it. the other drivers may be seen speaking 
tto the man and saying, one supposes: 
“We're trying to make this white devil 
“walk across the road. Don’t spoil] the 
game, for Heaven's sake.”’ 


'“ Non-Co-operation.” 


The whole aim of the non-co-operative 
movement is evidently to irritate the white 
“man by conscientiously doing nothing. 
The natives walk slowly down the centre 
of the street and stand before an approach- 
ing motor car driven by a white person, 
knowing that he will have to blow his 
"horn, slow down and swerve rather than 
‘strike them. My friend tells me about a 
-large and erful young man from the 
North of Ireland, who became greatly 
exasperated by this trick before he had 
been long in Bombay. At last he evolved 


-“ 


a scheme of dealing with it, which: he 
ealled the. “hail feilow, well - met 
method.” He would drive down a street, 
and at the first. couple of -walking 
natives he would slow down. As he ap- 
proached he would lean cut of his car and 
strike them heartily on. the back with his 
capacious hand, smiling cheerfully, and 
“How d’ye do,” or “ Lovely 
i It . worked admirably. - Most 
Indians, it seems, find ‘t much easier to 
‘‘ non-co-operate ' than to - co-operate. 
Many of. the, “ non-co-operators ' are to 
be found lying asleep in ‘hotel corridors. 
They have washed their two square feet 
of floor, cleaned their two pairs of s 
or finished whatever duty hád been 
allotted to them for the day. They spend 
the rest of their time ‘slee and indulg- 
ing in their natural. aptitude for ' non- 
co-operating.”’. 


An Arabian Visitor. 


Prince “Feisal of Arabia will ar- 
rive in London .on his second visit to 
England during the present month. This 
young man—the Prince is only twenty- 
eight years of age—is the virtual governor 
of Jeddah and controller of the Court of 
Hedjaz, since his father prefers to remain 
in the remote central] oases of the Arabian 
Desert. The Emir has only visited London 
once before, about six years ago, when he 
wag presented. with the insignia of a 
Knighthood of the Order of St. Michael 


and St. George, and at that time he could 
speak no English, but since then he has 
made a careful study of the lan .

CORK, Sunday. 
EXT Wednesday has been fixed for 
the opening of the Irish Industrial 
and Agricultural Fair, and the occasion

this city can take pride in the fact that it 
was from here the idea originated, and it 
is local men who have carried it out. These 
latter must deserve special credit; for 
although fate did not favour them at the 
start, they refused to be discouraged. 

The Exhibition is rather far from the 
centre of the city, but this smal! disadvan- 
tage is easily offset by its pleasant sur- 
roundings. The river winds picturesquely 
a few hundred yards away, and on each 
side are wooded hills. Altogether. it would 
be hard to think of a more attractive 
setting. 

The Fair itself is the latest of a long 
Buccession of exhibitions in various 
countries, but as far as Ireland is con- 
cerned it is unique ; for it will be the first 
time that the fruits of Irish industry and 
agriculture will have been displayed on 
such a scale. It is also a rather significant 
sign of the times; for who, even thirty 
years ago, would have thought it worth his 
while to stage an exhibition for Irish pro- 
ducts alone? 


BUTTER INDUSTRY PROPHETS. 


Cork being such a centre for the dairy- 
ing industry, it is hardly surprising that 
the proposed Butter Bounty Bill should 
have given rise to so much comment here. 
The man in the street (beyond a vague 
apprehension that he will be called upon to 
pay) is not worrying much over its com- 

lications, but the experts are already in- 

ignant. 

Factory-owners, in particular, feel that 
the bill is going to favour the creameries 
unduly, and some have expressed the 
opinion that it will drive them out of busi- 
mess altogether if passed in its present 
form. The Irish Butter Traders’ Associa- 
tion goes even farther, and, in a recent 
letter to the Press, gives figures to show 
that.even the creameries and the farmers 
will. profit nothing by the bill.

REWARDS—AND FAIRIES. 

In “ Wicked,’’ which is the principal item 
in the programme at the Grafton this week, 
Elissa Landi suffers everything that organised 
law and justice will permit her to suffer, so 
that the sympathies of all who see the film 
will haye plenty of exercise.

The tariff on readymade clothing met with 
more approval than otherwise, and the tariff 
on furniture continues to bring out con- 
flicting opinions, some contending that an 
important Irish industry would greatly 
benefit, while others point out that already 
unemployment has been caused by the dis- 
missal of workmen, who used to find steady 
employment renovating imported second-hand 
furniture. It is considered that the latter 
trade has been dealt a fatal blow, while 
opinion seems fairly unanimous that the in- 
creased tariff, all things considered, is hardly 
worth the cost. 

The tariff on private motor car bodies is 
a complete surprise in Cork, as elsewhere, 
and opinion is totally against it, chiefly on 
the grounds that the limited Irish trade 
would not justify the installation of the 
expensive plant required for manufacturers 
to go into this business. The tax on com- 
mercial and omnibus bodies, however, is re- 
ceived with a cautious approval. One lead- 
ing firm of motor salesmen foresees decreased 
sales of private cars, with consequential 
economies all round in the trade, reduced 
staffs and an early wage cut, as a result of 
the private motor bodies tariff.

NCE again a landslide in Lyons has 
caus the collapse of dwelling- 
houses in the city, with a loss of life 
officially estimated at twenty-seven. 

Salvage operations have been stopped for 
a time, owing to the danger of a further 
fall of the hillside. 

The demolished residences are two 
apartment-houses in the Cours d’Herbou- 
ville, on the right bank of the Rhone. 
There were forty-five inmates of the two 
houses, and so far only eighteen persons 
have bean rescued or succeeded in escaping 
before the collapse.

Monsieur Albert Thomas, the Director 
of the International Labour Bureau and 
French Socialist leader, was taken 
suddenly ill in a café here just before 
midnight yesterday, and died in the 
Beaujon Hospital a few minutes after 
he had been taken there. 

He had come to Paris in order to vote 
in the elections. He was identified from 
papers in his clothing. For some months 
he had suffered from diabetes, and had 
been making a fight to carry out as much 
of his work as posstble. 

M. Thomas, who Was only fifty-three 
years of age, had directed the activities 
of the International Labour Office for 
some years.

DUBLIN MAN KILLED 


DURING RACE. 


Mr. Robert J.. Nicholson, who was act. 
ing as a flag marshal, was fatally in- 
jured during the holding of the tenth In- 
ternational Motor Cycle Race, known as 
the ‘‘ Leinster 200.” on Saturday.

in the scope of their coming regulations. The 
explanation may, of course, be loose think- 
ing and phrasing; but one is entitled to as- 
sume a somewhat less obvious explanation. 
As the Order reads, its immediate effect 
should be that every spare-part and accessory 
(of which the Free State imported over 
£300,000 worth last year) will in future be 
subj to a 50 per cent. (instead of the 22 

r cent. Imperial preference rate which has 
itherto prevailed), unless such parts and 
accessories. are certified to be intended for 
the work of ‘‘ assembling ’’ vehicles in the 
Saorstat, a distinction which, be it noted, 
must prove unworkable in practice. 

But it does raise the really interesting 
question of why the chassis as well as the 
body should not be ‘‘assemibsled’’ in the Free 
State. Its  eomponent _parts are much 
more clearly definable, and its “ assembly”’ 
a much simpler process than the “' assembly '' 
of partly-fabricated bodywork. Such ques- 
tions and .speculations, however apart, the 
first thing essential is to obtain an unequi- 
‘¥ocal explanation of the confused wording of 
the new Order and a clear declaration o 
authors’ real intentions. 


LARGER REACTIONS. 


Turning to the larger ‘redactions of the 
Order, two important facts must be borne in 
mind. Firstly,. owing largely to the

MEMORIES: OF FRENCH 


SCHOOL, BRAY. 
—— 


Miss Lucy Gwynn writes — The news of the 
passing of Miss A. J. Williams will stir 
memories in the hearts of many former pupils 
of the French School, Bray, and cause them 
to turn over again the pages of their lives 
with grateful thoughts of the kindness, sym- 
athy and friendship lavished on them by 
Miss Williams and Miss Reilly, the two ladies 
in whose: hands lay.the control of the school 
for the greater part of its existence. Founded | 
by Mme. de Mailly, it is now eighteen years | 
since its jubilee was celebrated, and Miss | 
Williams must have been in her ’teens when | 
she joined the staff in ' Madame’s”’ time. | 
Ardent little Welshwoman as she was, no 
doubt her Celtic temperament enabled her to 
settle down happily in Ireland and among 
Irish girls. . She had the real gift of teaching 
and a special enthusiasm for history and 
literature, so that after fifty years the most 
vivid pictures ' that remain of her in the 
schoolroom are.of her enjoyment of her 
Shakespeare classes, to which she came. as to 
a holiday task, expecting her students to 
share her delight im the great. passages of the 
plays, and of her Scripture classes, when the 
dullest were’ helped to feel the nobleness of 
the words in.which the teaching of the Old 
and: New Testaments. is conveyed. Her de- 
votion to her pupils. never flagged, nor her 
loyalty tb the high standard set for the 
school, any lowering. of which seemed to ‘cut 
into her heart; and one wondered if she had 
not often to pay for the very qualities’ which 
made her nature so lovable. Her reward she 
certainly had in joy and pride and interest, 
whether in the quietly happy married lives 
of her pupils, who brought children and 
grandchildren to see her, or in the triumphs 
of the intellectual careers of her girls. I

for university life, who brought. credit 
alike to their school and to their 
college, and have subsequently achieved 
distinction and done useful. work in 
very varied, fields... In the latter years of her 
life, when failing eyesight and health..com- 


led her to relinguish her work, her eager | 


mterest in every scrap of news. about her old 
girls remained with her to cheer her in _retire- 
ment. If to have abundant treasure oí 
friends and ,imterests. is wealth, then indeed 
Miss Williams was a rich woman and her 
memorial is written in the hearts of the mul- 
titude of grateful pupils on whose behalf 
these words, are written. 

Chancellor G. D. Scott writes “from. the 
Rectory, Bray:—Having been permitted to 
see what Miss Gwynn has written in+ grateful 
memory oí the late Miss Anna Williams and 
her work at the French School, Bray, I beg 
leave to. add‘ a few words of tribute to her 
memory as a deeply sincere Christian and 
most loyal and helpful ghember of the Church 
in this parish. During the greater part’ of 
my father's long incumbency of this parish 
and for some years after-his retirement the 
French School, under the leadership of Miss 
Williams and Miss Reilly, took a very full 
share in the Church life and activities of the 
ee and Miss Williams was not only 
erself a most regular and devout. worshipper 
and very generous in her gifts for the im- 
provement and adornment -of the church 
buildings, but by her teaching. as. well as by 
her example she inspired many of her pupils 
with her. enthusiasm for the worship and 
the work of the Church both at home and 
also in the mission field, where her sister.

FIRST TRIP OF THE 
SEASON. 


—-——Fv— 


The first of the season’s cruises around 
Dublin Bay on the Roval Iris, which were 
introduced by Messrs. Palmer Bros., of Cork, 
last summer, took place yesterday. 

As a preliminary to these cruises, Messrs. 
Palmer “bag ran an invitation trip on Satur- 
day afternoon for a number of guests, who 
enjoyed the many amenities of the vessel no 
less than the delightful scenery amidst which 
for three and a half hours they cruised. It 
is certain that few cruises could have yrelded 


a more colourful picture. 


On the one coast, as the ship steamed down 


along the southerly shore of the Bay, running 


to Dun Laoghaire and passing 
sun, which glittered on the indescent blue 
unruffied sea, lit up the soft blue 
tones of the Wicklow hills, with their 
undulating contours charmingly silhouetted 
against the brighter blue of the heavens. On 
the othér, as she swung across the Bay 
towards Howth, one saw the shadows, chasing 
swiftly over the glowing greens and. browns 
of the beautiful Headland and across the 
golden glimpse of distant sands, 

Over the Royal Iris herself hangs: the aura 
of history and heroism. Because sh® was so 
strongly built, the Iris (as she was originally 
known) was commandeered by the ritish 
Government during the war, and during the 
famous Zeebrugge raid she played a very im- 
portant part by resting on the mole for over 
an hour under German fire while Marines 
were landed,. Two of her officers.and fifty- 
seven ratings were numbered among the 
vasualties as a result of this and other ser- 
vice, and the title of “ Royal” was .after- 
wards added to her name by express: desire 
of the King. Subsequently she was uséd on 
the Mersey before being recently bought by 
Messrs. Palmer Bros., of Cork, who found “in 
her an ideal vessel for the passenger services 
of which they were thé pioneers in Dublin 
Bay.. 

The ship has magnificent upper deck -accom- 
modation, upon which Saturday's passengers 
danced to the music of a jazz band during 
the intervals between the selections ‘of the 
Artane School boys’ band, while: there: are 
spacious saloons and excellent facilities for 
refreshments. 

As Mr. Richard Wallace, the Chairman. of 
the Cork Harbour Board, who is one of-the 
owners, claimed when he made a short speech 
at the end of the trip, the Royal Iris is as 
good a ship as can be found for the papers 
in any part of Europe. Mr. Wallace added 
that, although the ship herself was owned 
by a Cork firm, the inception of these .trips 
was all part of Ireland's progress, 

Mr. Taaffe, of the Irish Travel Agency, in 
congratulating the company upon “ startin 
a service which ought to have been start 
by a Dublin firm,’’ remarked that no other 
steamer leaving the port of Dublin could 
supply such facilities.
